ASHINGTON, Jan. 9%.—De- 
signed to abolish saloons in 
the national capital after 

November 1, 1917, the Sheppard bil!

The vote in the Senate was 
55 to 32. 

While the measure prohibits sale 
of liquor in the District of Colum- 
bia, it permits importation for per- 
sonal use. An amendment, which 
would have submitted the proposal 
to a referendum of citizens of the 
district was defeated just before 
Passage by a tie vote 43 to 43.

THE MILITIA. 


Recommendation of Commit- 
tee of National Defense. 


Universal Training Under One 
Control is Solution. 
Adequate Standing Force to 
Protect Our Borders. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Giving the 
officers and enlisted men of the State 
militia organizations full credit for 
“their enthusiasm and spirit of pa- 
triotic sacrifice,” the mobilization 
has proved that universal training 
under a single Federal control is the 
only satisfactory solution of the 
country’s military problem, in the 
opinion of the Committee on Na- 
tional Defense appointed some 
months ago by Mayor John Purroy 


Mitchel to investigate the National 
Guard's concentration at the 


The committee’s report, made pub- 
lic here tonight, urges universal! mil- 
itary training, but emphasizes “an 
immediate need” for an adequate 
standing force for the protection of 
the borders and other similar serv- 
fice. The details of the country’s 
defense system should be worked 
out, it is recommended, “by the mili- 
tary experts whose knowledge and 
experience are at the disposal of 


Willard Straight, banker, formerly 
in American consular service, is 
chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee signing the report. Other mem- 
bers are Cleveland H. Dodge, Wil- 
liam N. Dykman, George W. Perkins, 
Alfred E. Smith, Alexander M. 
White and John Mitchell, labor 
leader. Mr. Mitchell dissented from 
the conclusion drawn in favor of uni- 
versal military training. 

The report embodies information 
of economic and military character 
obtained from official and unofficial 
sources. War Department data were 
studied, officers and men of the Na- 
tional Guard were questioned, and 
“a military expert and-critic of es- 
tablished reputation” visited 
Mexican border. The committee 
“merely presents the facts.” the re- 
port points out, “and draws from 
them the conclusion that voluntary 
enlistment and dependence upon the 
dual Federal and State control have 
proved a failure.” 5 

By direct inquiry among New York 
State guardsmen the committee says 
it ascertained that 65 per cent. of 
the 2400 who submitted replies had 
to give up their regular civilian po- 
sitions. Many of these reported they 
lost their positions and were unable 
to get them back when the men 
were mustered out. 

RE-ENLISTMENT. 

Eighty-four per cent. of those who 
were questioned replied “no” when 
asked if they intended to enlist 
again. A great number declared 
“emphatically for universal service” 


of and asserted they would not do mil 


ftary service henceforth under any 
other system. 

In obtaining economic information 
the committee sent queries to em- 
as well as to the men. 
“Guardsmen,” the report says in this 
connection, “told about their pecu- 
niary losses and the suffering caused 
by their dependents; and employers 
told of the effect of the mobilization 
on business and gave their concep- 
tion of a sound national military 
policy.” The facts established, the 
report says, may be stated under two 
heads, economic and military. Re- 
garding the economic side, it 
stated: 

bringing into 
with heavy family and business re- 
sponsibilities, although there was 
available in the country a far more 
adequate number of unmarried men 
who had not attained a‘ high eco- 
nomic value, the mobilization showed 
that the National Guard scheme of 
defense was economically unsound. 
It caused widespread distress to the 
dependents of guardsmen and it took 
mature men from positions where 
they had established their usefulness 
to commerce and industry. The 
burden it threw upon employers was 
inequitably distributed, in that some 
employers continued to pay their 
men during service, while others cut 
off their men's pay. Under the pre 
valling system of voluntary enilist- 
ment it was not possible to select 
from the National Guard, either be- 
fore the mobilization or afterward, 
the class of men most easily to be 
spared or military duty.” 

MILITARY ASPECT. 


Of the military aspect the report 
continues: 

“The mobilization showed that the 
National Guard was not to be de- 
pended upon for defense.” Reports 
of the Secretary of War, and of bu- 
reaus of the War Department, are 
cited in support of this finding. 

Statistics based on inquiry among 
employers show that of 431 who ex- 
pressed opinions upon military prep- 
aration in general, 429 favored it and 
two opposed it. Of 369 who ex- 
pressed opinions on universal serv- 
ice, 366 favored it and thirteen op- 
posed it. Only four employers fa- 
vored a continuance of the present 
National Guard , the report 
says, and two of these believed also 
oa universal service. The report con- 
tinuves: 

“Next to the declaration for unl- 
versal service, the most striking fea- 
ture of the employers’ replies was 
the emphasis they placed upon the 


need of an equal distribution of bur- om 


den. They said they were ready to 
give time off to their men for train-

With them was Foster Smith of 
San Fernando, who had been a 
partner of Khipp’s in the garage 
business in this city for about six 
months. When located the trio 
were living about two miles north 
of Round Mountain and were work- 
ing for a capitalist named Walker 
ol San Francisco, clearing ground for 
a summeér resort tifat is to be built 
there. 

The capture was made by Cons- 
table Barnes of Round Mountain, 
Thursday, December 28. Marshal 
Street and Mrs. M. N. Miler of 
San Fernando, left at on to 
bring the trio back for trial. Khipp 
and the young girl were said te 
be living as man and wife at Round 
Mountain. 

The disparity in the ages of the 
girl and the man, however, caused 
quite a bit of comment among the 
residents of that eection, but when 
questioned by some regarding the 
marriage, Khipp told a very plausi- 
ble story, and when asked to show 
the marriage certificate, he said that 
they had been living in Santa Paula 
and that the certificate was destroyed 
when the house in which they were 
living, was burned a short time ago. 
There were three serious charges 
made against Khipp. Smith is be- 
ing held on a grand larceny charge.

BOPP CONSPIRACY CASE MAY 
BE DECIDED TODAY. 
—— 


Prosecutor Declares it is One of 
Most Important in History of the 
Nation and Hints at Fear of Hos- 
tilities by Aggrieved Countries 
of Europe, 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 9.—Trial 
of Franz Bopp, German Consul- 
General here, and four aides on 
charges of conspiracy t> dynamite 
Entente munition ships and trains 
closed here late today in the United 
States District Court save for Judge 
William H. Hunt's charge to the 
jury, which will be delivered tomor- 
row. John W. Preston, United 
States District Attorney, left the 
courtroom by a side door after a 
bitter attack upon the private life 
of Charles C. Crowley, chief war- 
time secret agent of the German 
Consulate and a defendant. 

“This is the most important case 
in the history of the civil life of 
this nation,” declared the prose- 
cutor in his summing up. “Poten- 
tialities of this conspiracy had 
within them net only murder and 
destruction, but the conspiracy had 
for its object the weakening of 
American institutions, if not their 
very destruction.: 

DUTY OF GOVERNMENT. 

“If the government of the United 
States ‘should countenance the acts 
of these defendants this case would 
not only render the name of Amer- 
ica a hiss and a byword in the 
courts of Europe, but it would di- 
rectly and inevitably lay this coun- 
try open to hostile attack by ag- 
grieved nations. This jury will 
write a chapter in American his- 


tory.” 

The courtroom was crowded, and 
other Federal judges in the build- 
ing left their benches to hear the 
prosecutor's appeal for convictions, 
which would entail maximum sen- 
tences of three years and fines of 
$15,000 each. 

Preston upheld Louts J. Smith, 
defendant and government tnform- 
er, to whom he promised, he said, 
immunity for his story, which the 
defense has assailed as a pack of 
falsehoods. Smith said he was 
hired at $300 a month and that he 
operated with Crowley in Tacoma 
and Seattle trying to bomb muni- 
tion ships, and that they attempted 
dynamitings in Eastern Canada. 

DEFENSE ADMISSIONS. 

The defense admitted that both 
Smith and Crowley were employed 
as consulate spies, but not for dyna- 
miting, and charged that Smith was 
at the time in the pay of British 
agents seeking to involve Crowley 
and the consulate by leaving a trail 
of dynamite. 

The defense requested Judge Hunt 
to instruct the jury to acquit on 
both indictments—the first charg- 
ing conspiracy to set afoot a mili- 
tary expedition against Canada, and 
the second alleging conspiracy to in- 
terfere with interstate commerce, in 
both .cases by use of bombs and 
dynamite, and to instruct that the 
explosion of a barge of dynamite in 
Seattle harbor had not been con- 
nected with the case.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—Quailing

that the Constitution allots $500 a 
day to each branch of the Legis- 
lature. 

But Gov. Johnson was extremely 
anxious that he should have an in- 
dorsement of his administration to 
carry with him to Washington. He 
vised personally the form of pledge 
which each member of the Legis- 
lature should be called upon to 
sign, and approved the fiat that 
those who refused to sign it should 
not be permitted to. attend the ad- 
ministration caucus, should be 
barred from the chairmanship of all 
committees, and should be allotted 
no clerks or attaches. 

PATRONAGE THREAT. 

The patronage threat proved a 
potent factor in secu signatures 
to the Johnson pledge, th in the 
Assembly and the Senate. Twenty 
Assemblymen and eight Senators, 
however, refused to sign. de- 
fied the machine to do its worst in 
cutting them from committees and 
depriving them of assistants. Just 
as there are times when a - 
ment has become so insolent and 
undemocratic that the post of honor 
is a private place, so there are times 
when the chairman of a committee- 
ship in the California Senate or As- 
sembly is a badge of disgrace. It 
is a sign that such committeeship 
has been bought and paid for. 

Even Senator Ballard of Los An- 
geles, who waged a winning fight in 
the last Senate against the admin- 
istration, fell this year when all his 
patronage was withdrawn and 
signed an indorsement of an ad- 
ministration which he fought two 
years ago.

CITY-PLANNING 
MOVE STARTED. 


Architects Approve Proposed 


Ordinance. 
Civic O Pled 
Their Support. 


Want Official Advisory Body 
for Projects. 


The first definite step in the 
long-agitated city plannin gmove- 
ment in Los Angeles was taken last 
night at a banquet held by the 
Southern California Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects at 
the Jonathan Club, at which there 
was presented and apprpved the 
tentative draft of an ordinance look- 
ing to the creation of a Municipal 
City Planning Commission, prepared 
jointly by the City Planning Associ- 
ation and committees of the archi- 
tectural chapter, Municipal League 
and City Club. A number of city 
officiais, together with representa- 
tives of several of the leading civic 
organizatio of Los Angeles, pres- 
ent as guests of the chapter, pledged 
their hearty co-operation in getting 
the ordinance enacted into law. 

The measure as proposed calls 
for the creation of an official body 
that would weigh and pass upon al! 
large projects of a public charac- 
ter, advising the city as to suitable 
locations for public buildings, ave- 
nues of traffic and transportation, 
and with respect to improvements 
and enterprises of general impor- 
tance. A survey designed to give a 
basis of such action is also contem- 
Plated, the purpose stated being to 
curb the city's haphazard develop- 
ment, and to introduce system, or- 
der and plan by controlling future 
municipal growth and expansion 
along genera! lines. It is proposed 
that the members of the commis- 
sion serve without compensation 
other than that paid to a secretary 


all for clerical work. 


The ordinance, as drawn up, was 
read and explained by H. F. Withey, 
chairman of the City Planning Com- 
mittee of the architectural body, be- 
ing further elaborated upon by J. 
E. Allison, president of the chapter, 
who presided at the meeting. Gor- 
don Whitnal, secretary of the City 
Everett R. 
Perry, City Librarian, and chairman 
of the City Planning Committee of 
the City Club; Capt. Charles T. 

vice-president of the City 
Club, and Seward Simons, secretary 
of the Municipal League, discussed 
the parts played by their respective 
organizations in the drafting of the 
measure and the need of concerted 
action for an effective control. of 
future city development. 

Mrs. Seward A. Simons, president 
of the Friday Morning Club, and 
Mrs. J. J. Abramson, chairman of 
the City Planning Committee of the 
same organization, pledged the 
hearty support of that body to the 
movement. Mrs. R. B. e, 
dent of the Hollywood Women's 
Club, brought the assurance of co- 
operation upon the part of the 700 
members of that organization. G. R. 
Dexter expressed similar sentiments 
on behalf of the Hollywood Board 
of Trade. Others who spoke in favor 
of the ordinance were H. 
Lewis, president of the Federated 
Improvement Asseciation; Siegfried 
Goetz, Sumner P. Hunt. Wilbur D. 
Cook, A. F. Rosenheim, president of 
the Municipal Art Commission, end 
A. H. Koebig, president of the Archi- 
tects’ and Engineers’ Association. 
City Councilmen T Langdon 
and Roberts and Councilwoman 
Lindsey promised to work for the 
success of the measure in its forth- 
coming hearing. 

Mr. Koebig declared that it would 
never be necessary for Los Angeles 


tal | employ high-priced experts from 


the East to lay out a city plan as 
was done in the case of the civic 
center movement of several years 
ago. “Los Angeles has architects 
and engineers of professional ca- 
pacity to handle all such details in 
the future,” he said. 

“One thing Los Angeles will havé 
to tackle at the very outset,” de- 
clared Mr. Koebig. “and that is the 
question of traffic and transporta- 
tion outlets from the business cen- 
ter. It is useless to talk about es- 
tablishing a civic center or art cen- 
ter or anything else until steps have 
been taken to anchor the center of 
the city. This can only be donde 
by putting tunnels or cuts through 
Bunker Hill so as to afford easy 
communication into and through the 
downtown district from all parts of 
the city. When we have stopped 
the business section from skidding 
around it will be time to start our 
permanent groups of public build- 
ngs.” 


IN LIQUOR CASE. 


San Bernardino County Prohi- 
bition Ordinance in Case 
Involving Convicted 
Man's Appeal. 


~ 


Upholding the validity of the ordi- 
nance adopted by the Board of Su- 
pervisors of San Bernardino county, 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in unincorporated territory, 
the State Supreme Court handed 
down a decision yesterday on the 
appeal of Fred Isch, who was fined 
$500 by the Superior Court and 
given a sentence of six months in 
the County Jail. Under this decision 
Isch’s writ of habeas corpus is dis- 
charged, and he is remanded to the 
custody of San Bernardino county. 
The defendant claimed that the 
Board of Supervisors exceeded its 
authority in providing a penalty of 
$500 and six months in the County 
Jail. The court holds there is noth- 
ing In the law expressly or impliedly 
requiring the Board of Supervisors 
to fix the penalty that the case 
may come within the jurisdiction 


of the justices’ court.

Europe may Suspend Specie 
Payments, Says Jess. 


Fears that Permanent Peace 
is Still Far Away. 


Banher Calls Administration 
a Menace to Us. 


. “Tf the present conflict in Europe 
continues until one or the other of 
the forces opposed is exhausted, it 
is more tban likely that history will 
repeat itself, and all the countries 
engaged will be forced to suspend 
specie payments,” was the predic- 
tion of Stoddard Jess, president of 
the First National Bank, last night 
in the course of an address, entitled 
“The After Effects of the European 
War On Our Finances,” delivered 
before the Los Angeles chapter of 
the American Institute of Banking 
pat the German-American Trust and 
Savings Bank. 

After tracing the causes that led 
to the present conflict, Mr. Jess 
made an able and comprehensive 
}analysis of the problems that con- 
front the American people with the 
coming of peace. He said: “It 
should be remembered that no per- 
manent peace is likely to come un- 
less the causes for jealousy and 
vengeance are removed.” He took 
up the conditions that prevailed in 
the United States just prior to the 
war's outbreak and showed how the 
activities of practically all industry 
was blighted by the Underwood 
tariff and the resultant depression. 
As a contributing cause to this de- 
pression he pointed out that the at, 
titude of the administration toward 
railroads and other “big business,” 
so called, had constituted a constant 
menace to progress, and the’ dis- 
couragement that prevailed was in 
a large measure attributed to this 
governmental attitude. 

“We will never,” said the speaker, 
“fully tnderstand the successful and 
intelligent services rendered by Wall 
street and the prominent financiers 
of the money centers of the East, in 
conjunction with the officials of the 
government, in protecting the inter- 
ests and piloting in safety our finan- 
fcial ship over shoals and hidden 
rocks that menaced it.

Thieves Raid Piru; Flee in 
Auto as Shots Fly. 


Loot Depot and Store Before 
Wire Calls Rouse Town. 


Officers Find a Bullet-torn and 
Bloody Motor Car. 


That the three bandits who looted 
the Southern Pacific passenger sta- 
tion and the Co-operative Grocery 
Store at Piru early yesterday morn- 
ing and escaped, after a thrilling 
gun battle, went to the scene of 
crime from Los in a stolen 
automobile is the ry of deputy 
sheriffs. At any rate, a new, high- 
powered machine that was stolen 
here early Monday night was found 
yesterday afternoon with bullet 
holes through the back and top and 
boath seats saturated with blood. 

The machine is the property of H. 
E. Vanduyne of No. 1556 West 
Twenty-second street. He reported 
to the police Monday night that it 
was stolen from in front of his office 
at No. 109 East Sixth street at about 
9:30 o'clock. It was left in front of 
No. 428 Boyd avenue, where it was 
noticed early yesterday morning.

WATCHES THEM WORK. 

The agent was asleep when the 
burglars entered the station.

Leaving the station the thieves 
went across the street to the grocery 
store and gained an entrance. While 
they were preparing to dynamite the 
safe the station agent went to the 
telegraph instrument and sent a call 
to Oxnard for help. The Oxnard 
operator thereupon telephoned to 
Piru, notifying the town marshal and 
others. The Piru agent meantime 
had slipped out into the darkness 
and secured a gun at the home of 
a neighbor.

TEALING ROLIANG STOCK. 
In order to supply Mexican railroads 


with rolling stock, the Carranza govern- 


ment—which owns and operates the rail- 
way system in Mexico—issued orders on 
December 27 that the Constitutionalist lines 


of Mexico would transfer no more freight 


in Laredo, Tex., but that all such transfers 


of freight coming from the United States 


would of necessity have to be made in 
Nuevo Laredo, Mex.; that no employees 


of the Mexican railways would be allowed 


to transfer freight on the American side of 
the Rio Grande. 

By the terms of this order it was made 
necessary for the rolling stock of various 


roads of the United States loaded with con- 
signments of freight for Mexico to cross to 


the Mexican side of the river and there re- 
main until it should be the pleasure of the 
Mexican lines to return them, 

The American lines being warmed in sea- 
son of the probable issuance of this order, 
directed some time ago that none of their 
locomotives or box freight cars should cross 
to the Mexican side of the Rio Grande, but 
that where it was necessary all freight 


should be transferred to flat cars and hauled 


across* by horse power, provided the Mexi- 
can people deposited $1000 for each flat car 
taken across, the amount deposited to be re- 
turned to the depositors when the car was 
returned to the American side. 

Many carloads of freight sent into Mexico 
during the present trouble in that republic 
were never again heard from, but the cars 


were appropriated by the Carranza govern- 


mept and used by it in transporting freight 


on Mexican roads. Demands were constant- 


ly made by the various American railways 
for the return of their rolling stock, but such 
demands were ignored and finally a return 


even of the flat cars was refused, the Car 


ranza government, hard up as it was, pre- 
ferring to forfeit the $1000 and keep the 
flat cars. : 

The American railroads, in answer to the 
order of the Carranza government of De- 
cember «27 requiring all freight for Mexico 
to be unloaded on the Mex'can side, curtly 
refused to send over freight, even on flat 
cars for the return of which $1000 would 
be deposited, and Mexican freight will here- 
after only be delivered on the American 
side. 

Hundreds of thousands »>f dollars’ worth 
of rolling stock of American railroads have 
been stolen by the Mexican government, 
but Wilson has “kept us out of war” by per 
mitting the thieves to retain their booty 
without action or protest on our part. 

This theft of rolling stock is only one in- 
cident of many in which the property of 
American citizens and American corpora- 
tions has been seized and appropriated, not 
only by Villa bandits but by Carranza offi- 
cilals. Is it not about time for the United 
States to adopt and announce and carry 
out a manly and effective policy of dealing 
with Mexican outrages and with Mexicans 
whether Villistas or Carranzistas—who 
commit them? The Times suggests that 
armed occupation of Sonora and Chihua- 
hua is not only justified by the law of na- 
tions but is demanded for the protection 
of the lives and property of Americans. In- 


stead of withdrawing Pershing’s troops let 
us double, treble or quadruple them if 
necessary. We can retire when peace and 
order are restored. Let us adequately po- 
lice the border, and let us—temporarily 
if not permanently—remove the border to 
the south line of Sonora and Chihuahua.

FOOT RULES, 


[Leslie’s:] No better advice can be 
given in reference to the care of their 
feet than is embodied in the Army Manual, 
which, of course, is not in general circula- 
tion. The points particularly emphasized 
may be paraphrased as follows: 

Wear a shoe wide enough and straight 
enough on the inner margin to give the 
toes space for their proper position. 

The best treatment of bunions will be 
found in removing the pressure over the 
affected joint. This can be done by sup- 
plying a properly fitted shoe. 

To relieve ingrowing naila they should 
be cut squarely across and not rounded. 
Scrape the nail thin on the top and insert 
a pledget of cotton under the edge. 

For corns use properly fitted shoes. Re- 
move corns or callouses only when they 
are a source of pain and irritation. 

Have at least two pairs of well-fitted 
shoes for constant use, and smooth stock- 
ings as free from holes and darnings as 
possible. 

After a long walk wash the feet, dust 
with foot powder-and put on clean stock- 
ings and shoes, but do not soak the feet 
in cold water. 

Do not use arch-supports for flat feet 
except on the prescription of a physician. 

Foot powder shaken into the socks or 
dusted over the feet will help prevent 
blisters. 

Woolen stockings will absorb petsptration. 
Those who are on their feet very much 
harden them by applying foot powder and 
bathing the feet frequently in cold water. 

The correction of flat foot may require 
a long period and can be aided by furnish. 
ing a broad and welbshaped shoe, taking 
care that’ the foot is strengthened by 
proper exercises and not overloaded. 

Do not “toe out,” but walk with the in- 
ner margins of the feet parallel, so thaw 
the weight of the body will be thrown on 
the outer or stronger part of the foot.

“Get together” was the advice given 
oy Councilmen and accepted by drug- 
giais and restaurant men yesterday 
at the conference in the Council 
chamber on the proposed ordinance 
regulating restaurants and other 
public eating places. Councilman 
Wright, who presided, said he 
thought they could agree on a regu- 
latory ordinance along genera! lines 
which wo insure sanitary condi- 
tions and not work a hardship upon 
anybody. 

Attorney Ray Nimmo for the 
druggists and Attorney Jud Rush for 
the restaurant men said they wero 
perfectly willing to meet to agree on 
phraseology which will modify some 
of the more provisions of the 
ordinance, 

Attorney Nimmo said the restau- 
rant men had a egelfish interest in 
this ordinance as they wanted «a 
monopoly in serving meals. Theo 
cruggists did not object to regulation 
which was intended to enforce sani- 
tary conditions because there are no 
places where sanitary conditions are 
better observed than in the drug 
stores, 

The attorney stated that the ordi- 
nance contained provisions which if 
enforced would legislate out of exist- 
ence every line of business conducted 
in conjunction with the serving of 
meals excepting cold sandwiches, icc 
cream and hot drinks. He said that 
four or five large grocery stores 
which have gone to large expense in 
order to sell lunches would be legis- 
lated out of existence. Every candy 
store Which served a hot lunch must 
stop selling candies in the same 
place. 

“The ordipance is so drastic In its 
scope that it will put out of business 
more than 60 per cent. of the lunch- 
eon business in this city,” asserted 
Attorney Nimmo. He said the drug 
store lunch is less expensive than the 
restaurant lunch, which was one rea- 
son for the restaurant keepers ap- 
proving this drastic ordinance. ‘“‘We 
emphatically object to any legisila- 
tion to put the drug stores out of 
business merely because we are com- 
petitors,” he said. 

Attorney, Rush, for the restaurant 
men, said his clients were anxious 
that some general rule should be 
laid down by the city regarding the 
preparation and sale of foodstuffs. 
They believed the health department 
had a right to know where, when 
and how food was prepared and 
whether it was good, bad and indif- 
ferent.

About Australia. 
HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 8.—ITo the 
Editer of The Timesi] I would 
like to call attention to the very 


palpable errors In the views of Aus- 
tralia ‘published in The Times of 
yesterday. 

I am a native Amertean citizen 
of. European parentage and have 
resided in Austrailia since 1896, I 
have been a careful observer of the 
country and its peopig up to my 
departure thence last’ April on a 
home visit for rest and recreation. 

The charge of anarchy or chaos 
is disproved by the fact that the 
Labor ty has been generally in 
power state and commonwealth 
for over ten years, and has ruled 
wisely—the nation being held up to 
the world, justly, as the most ad- 
vanced democracy now extant, not 
even excepting our own country. 
The LW.W. 1s an exotic, with its 
original habitat here, and Mr. 
Hughes and the labor leaders have 
been its most determined opponents. 
The recent regrettable strike was a 
coal strike, pure and simple, on the 
question of the manner of counting 
the hours of work, and the strikers 
had the sympathy of the’ public from 
the outset and the public cheerfully 
put up with the resulting inconven- 
lence. We may as well declare that 
our nation ts under the dictation of 
labor and under the terrorization of 
the I.W.W., if recent sinister events 
here are to be distorted and misin- 
terpreted. 

Your article also is at strange 
variance with two notable facts offi- 
cially cabled here so recently on 
(or since) the date of the departure 
of the vessel conveying your in- 


loan was oversubscribed (for the 
fourth consecutive time) and was 
exceedingly popular, and that the 
Federal Parliament had enacted a 
law suppressing the I.W.W.

But Australia cannot 
afford to denude it#@ mainiand of 
adult males of fighting age and es- 
sential for defense in case of attack 
at home. Hence the objection to 
conscription for service abroad, 
based also upon the rooted aversion 
to conscription except wpon the 
gravest emergency —but Australia 
has already answered the call nobty! 

Now as to the anti-American fee¢l- 
ing: This is purely a comparative 
matter. Normally the Australians 
are whole-hearted admirers of Ameg- 
ica and its people, and there are 
not today as many unfriendly Aus- 
tralians as there are known Amer- 
leans of the highest type of patri- 
otism who protest loudly that our 
country signally failed in its obli- 
gations arising out of the war. 

As to the reflection upon the im- 
paired health of the returned troops, 
such “statements when robbed of 
their exaggeration are trulen® and 
apply equally to all armies. Is not 
war truly hell? 

And, lastly, may I not ask in al! 
fairness, is it well to give promil- 
nence to political views held by 
pugilists, alien or otherwise, when 
experience has demonstrated in Aus- 
tralia that that large class of the 
community, the sporting element, 
a0-called, has ‘failed tn its most 
primitive duties to the state in time 
of stress, and is tn reality more con- 
temptible even than the L.W.W.7 

e Australians are a sturdy, hon- 
est and courageous people, who one 
day, not far distant, will again claim 
us as brothers and aisters of one 
mind, one tongue and one destiny.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 8.-—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] Two 
years ago the national reclamation 
law was amended and hereafter no 
district can secure a government tr- 
rigation project except by special act 
of Congress,
